We have had a fairly good and pleas 
ant winter, wiiii a day or twu ot what 
we call bad weather, thrown in nuw 
and then to lot as know wbat the peo- 
ple furiber aortta and east are eiperi 
eucing. For xbe test two monibs tbe 
tbermomeier has ranged from 20 t(j 30 
degree.s above in ibt; morning, and 50 
to TO in Ilie niutille of Llie day: we had

Mary's 
llo.spiial, now nearlv completed and 
win cost $2i,oiKj 00. The Caihoiic and 
ad the princiijal proUsUnt cburclies 
are reprcsn. ud b> youd church build 
uigs. We have lliree Naiional Banks 
with one uiiiiiLii (iM.iars ileposit.whiL-h 
1 ihiiik is very good fur a town of <i,000 
people; twu bteam laundrys, two ice 
facuiries; one canning facttry; one ce- 
ment Wuck and eement sliingie facto- 
ry, one tiling factory, two wholesale 
groceries, and dry-goods stures, une 
wliulesale Hardware storef and last 
ana be.st the gambling houses will be 
cut out entiely in a few uuinlh.s, and 
the salouns will lie almost shut tmt by 
high license. These two evils are right 
hard 10 deal with in a new county and 
the people will have to de educated to 
a little diflferent leavel before things 
cap be cut entirely out. By a process 
irf grading aad theaatural cunsisteucy 
ufuur soil the suseusre as Arm and 
as smooth as tbe best mcadamlzed 
roads in your country. In the last two 
yeais there has been built about four- 
teen miles of cement side walk. 

The country is growing much fa.ster 
now liian the town, especially is it be 
iugsett.ed up furihi.r down tire vadey 
toa disUnce of about sixty miles south 
of us. Tbe imiipiti n g companies are 
bringing ia froai SOO to 300 home seeic 
ers every two wseks, and quite a num 
ber of these bnyiag pioperty eacb trip. 
A great many of those who bay prop 
erty are improving it bf pattlag down 
artesian weds with which to Irrigate 
the land and making other salistantial 
improvements. There are now over 
.'(UO tlowing wells each afTi.rding e 
iiough water to irrigate from loo to 
(iOO acres and the well inspector says 
that there is no sign of decreased fluw 
but oa the eoalrary mast of the old 
wells show aa laeeeiae of pKHarr. 

Apples sad airalfaliay are stiU the 
priaeipel prodaeta. Pears, plums, 
giapes and almost all kinds of smah 
fruits do well. We had a good crop of 
Indian corn last year but that is not 
always the case. Some summers are so 
dry that the tassels are dried up before 
tbe grain is fertilized through tlie silk 
Some parties frum Kansas City are 
cu.atessplaUng patttag ap an Alfalfa 
meal faetor? this jear at a oust uf 
abuuttM,OSOOlL Wheathlsteemaplet 
ed there will be a home market for all 
the alfalfa that can be raised. The av 
erage yield of alfalfa is Uve teas to the 
acre, secured from four ur live cuttings: 
ai d sells at $6.00 tu $12 00 per tun ac 
curding to tbe season of tbe vear. We 
have as dne apples as are grown any 
where and they are uf much better 
qualitv than tbe same variety grown 
in tbe east, even the old Ben Davis is 
Juicy and a fairly good apple. Apple 
orchards frssi lea to tweatyjears idd 
will prodaoe appl es wsrth frost tlM 
OOtotSOaoSper acre. There is qelte 
an oil boom on band now, and experts 
from otber oil regions say we have tbe 
best indications fur ull abuut twelve 
miles east of Ruswell uf any seciiun 
tbey have ever examined. A cumpany 
with cunsiderable capital has been 
furmed and have begun to drill a well. 

1 have been sorry at various times to 
note in your paper the death of so 
many of my old friends, wbo at the 
timel leftKeataekyseesMd to have 
tbe ptaspeet of a auKh hMflar life thaa 
mysrtt. I am gtod to aote that yon 
have recovered so as to be able to take 
charge of vour paper again. We are all 
In fairly good health. I have been so 
It^ng fufilling my promise this time 
I guess I bad better not rromI«> to 
vrlta SfsiB, J. X. Daaa.

Rev. Donald Fra-er, of the T.,iving- 
stonia mission (I'uited Free Church of 
SooUaad), sends eaeonraging facts to 
the Record of Christian Work as to the 
readiness of Christian teachers to 
work for Christ iu the face of hard- 
ships.

It was 
through Livingstone's influence that 
Stewart devoted himself to the serv- 
ice of the >::;-iier in ti'.e great Dark 
Coiiiiiiem. He was with Liviagstone 
when .Mrs. I,ivjn;;sto!!e died (vi tlieir 
way iii^ ti;e Za:;i!) si to Nyas;.a. He 
\v;i- preseni in VVe.-t minster wlien Li» 
ingstone was laid to rest. His own 
general assembly honored him for his 
s 'rviee ,Tt Love lale. nialiing him its 
iiiDileraior ii| en t!ie o,'< a.-i;in of liis lasi 
visit to Scotland. I..ord .\Iiiner called 
Mm **the bigRe.st human in South .Af- 
rica." Like Livingston;', he was vio- 
lently oiipo.-f (I to the l!o' r.^. whom he 
regarded as uniformly cruel in their

years Dr. Stewart has been connected 
with the institutiotts at Lovedale. and 
through this work has come hJto touch 
with all the native tribes along the 
>i.uii!)e.si a:i 1 its trilmiaiies. Lovedale 
is still tlie gre-t native college of 
South .Africa, but iu addition to his 
iuiwrs there Dr. Stewart founded In- 
stitutions at Biythswood and ' Blaa- 
tyre. He was permitted to see re- 
sults for which his great feremaaer, 
Livingstone, blazed the way.
